‘The pocts have made their Gods engage 
in factions and bloody ftrife, for Nations; but Na- 
tions never performed fuch Knight-errantry for 
them again. 

This quiet and happinefs, which, to the fhame 
and fcandal of the Cériffian name, was ‘enjoyed 
for above four thoufand years among the Heathen, 
continued fo long and fo uninterrupted, becaufe 
every man, following the rule of his own jadgment, 
allowed the fame liberties to others which he found 
the benefit of himfelf.

into diftinét fects, they always confine their affec- 
tions and good-will to thofe of their own party, 
and look with a feornful and malignant afpect upon 

all the reftof mankind.

‘The fleet of the Captain Pacha, in the Black 
Sea, is totally ruined for the prefent campaign 5 
nor will it be able to make the leaft refiltance. 
The deftructio: three engagements with 
the Ruffians, onthe part of the Turks, amounts 
to 100 veflels, funk, or taken. 
The three Ruffian men of war of 100 guns are 
arrived off Gotienburgh. ‘The frigates remain 
at Copenhagen. 
The difturbances at Bruxelles has fpread to the 
city of Antwerp, where they have arrived to am 
alarming height. On the sthinftant, an officer, 
the market-place, was attacked by 
fome infurgents with large tones. The military 
feeling themfelves involved in this affront, afflem- 
bled with their arins, to the amouat of 300, and 
ormed afquare. ‘The mob attacked them with a 
hue and cry, when the-ccmmanding officer ordered 
them to fire. Sixteen Burghers were killed on the 
pot, tewerty-—22 tent to the hofpital mortally 
vounded, an‘ out f/ty fpeétators hurt in a moit 
dangerous manner.
